Stricter  heroin  law  stiffens  penalty 

Cynthiana  man  faces 'importing  heroin' charge 


By  Kelly  McKinney,  News  writer 

The  Harrison  County 
Sheriff’s  Office  is  putting  new 
heroin  legislation  to  use  in  its 
efforts  to  get  heroin  traffick¬ 
ers  off  the  streets. 

Sheriff’s  deputies  have 
charged  Joshua  Sexton  of 
Cynthiana  with  importing 
heroin,  a  charge  created  as 
part  of  new  legislation  signed 
into  law  by  Gov.  Steve  Beshear 
in  March. 

A  person  can  be  charged 


nwith  import¬ 
ing  heroin  if 
they  bring  any 
amount  of 
the  drug  into 
Kentucky  from 
another  state 
intending  to 
sell  or  other¬ 
wise  distribute  it. 

Sexton,  31,  has  been  one  of 
the  biggest  traffickers  in  the 
area,  Harrison  County  Sheriff 
Shain  Stephens  said. 


The  charge  of  importing 
heroin  can  lead  to  stiffer 
penalties  for  traffickers. 
Importing  heroin  is  a  Class  C 
felony,  punishable  by  five  to  10 
years  in  prison.  The  new  leg¬ 
islation  states  that  it  is  to  be 
a  separate  offense,  punished 
in  addition  to  other  charges. 
Stephens  said  he  takes  this  to 
mean  the  importing  heroin 
charge  cannot  be  merged  with 
other  charges. 

Also,  unlike  with  many 


other  drug  offenses— especial¬ 
ly  before  the  new  legislation— 
those  convicted  of  importing 
heroin  must  serve  at  least  50 
percent  of  the  imposed  sen¬ 
tence  before  being  eligible 
for  probation,  shock  proba¬ 
tion,  parole  or  conditional 
discharge,  Stephens  said.  This 
means  the  least  amount  of 
time  a  convicted  person  would 
serve  for  the  charge  would  be 
two  and  a  half  years.

Harrison  has 
first  same-sex 
marriage

Just  days  after  the  landmark 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruling  on 
same-sex  marriage,  Harrison 
County  has  not  only  issued  a 
marriage  license  to  a  same-sex 
couple,  but  the  couple  have 
already  been  married. 

Kregina  Barker,  24,  and 
Marlena  Fryman,  22,  were 
the  first  same-sex  couple  to 
receive  a  marriage  license  in 
Harrison  County.  The  couple 
applied  for  their  license 
Monday,  and  were  married 
around  11  a.m.  that  day  by 
Harrison  County  Judge- 
Executive  Alex  Barnett. 

“We  are  very  happy  with  the 
kindness  shown  to  us  at  the 
courthouse,”  Fryman  said. 

She  and  Barker  have  been 
together  four  years.  Fryman,  a 
Harrison  County  native,  said 
they  did  a  domestic  partner¬ 
ship  in  Washington  D.C.  two 
years  ago,  and  had  a  ceremony 
last  year. 

The  two  wanted  to  legally 
marry  so  that  Barker  would 
have  legal  authority  to  care 
for  Fryman’s  daughter  if 
something  happened  to  her, 
Fryman  said. . 

Kentucky  was  one  of  13 
states  that  banned  same-sex 
marriages  before  the  Friday 
decision  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  ruled  same-sex 
marriage  as  a  Constitutional 
right.  The  ruling  means  that 
Kentucky  must  now  issue 
marriage  licenses  to  same-sex 
couples,  and  must  recognize 
same-sex  marriages. 

Barnett  said  he  was  told 
that  he  was  the  first  county 
judge  in  the  state  to  perform 
a  same-sex  marriage.  He  has 
performed  hundreds  of  wed-

Dr.  Cooper  to  chair  AMA  delegation

A  Cynthiana  doctor  who  calls  his  practice  old-fashioned 
because  of  its  focus  on  patients  says  that  his  work  with 
organized  medicine  has  been  just  as  important. 

“I’ve  been  able  to  affect  a  lot  of  patients — not  in  my  office 
but  through  the  work  of  organized  medicine,”  Dr.  Gregory 
Cooper  said.  “I  have  a  strong  belief  in  organized  medicine 
and  what  we  can  get  done  for  patients.” 

The  doctor  of  family  medicine  has  represented  Kentucky 
with  the  American  Medical  Association  for  many  years 
in  a  variety  of  capacities,  and  was  named  chair  of  the 
Southeastern  Delegation  at  the  AMA  earlier  this  month. 

Cooper,  who  is  with  Family  Care  Associates  in  Cynthiana, 
said  the  delegation  tries  to  address  issues  that  are  important 
to  the  region. 

“It’s  all  about  influencing  AMA  policy,”  Cooper  said. 

Cooper  said  the  AMA  is  considered  the  voice  of  organized 
medicine,  and  thus  its  policies  can  have  a  big  effect  on  doc¬ 
tors  and  their  patients. 

A  big  win  for  the  Southeastern  Delegation  was  the  repeal 
of  a  law  that  kept  Medicare  payments  to  doctors  low,  Cooper 
said. 

The  sustainable  growth  rate  (SGR)  used  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  determine  payments  was  repealed,  Cooper  said. 

He  said  the  SGR  led  to  some  doctors  seeing  fewer  or  no 
Medicare  patients. 

He  said  the  Medicare  payments  weren’t  enough  to  cover 
the  costs  of  keeping  a  practice  running.  Some  doctors  had  to

Eye  protection  needed  even  when  you  think  it's  not 


Every  angler  has  at 
one  time  or  another 
forgotten  something  in 
their  rush  to  leave  for  a 
fishing  trip. 

It’s  disheartening 
when  that  something  is 
sunglasses.  Squinting 
and  shielding  your  eyes 
for  hours  takes  some  of 
the  fun  out  of  the  experi¬ 
ence. 

“More  than  just  the 
damage  or  discomfort 
from  the  bright  light,  you 
start  getting  eye  strain 
because  you’re  squint¬ 
ing  to  make  your  pupil 
even  smaller  because 
your  pupil  doesn’t  get 
small  enough  naturally,” 
said  Dr.  Seema  Capoor, 
an  associate  professor 
of  Ophthalmology  at  the 
University  of  Kentucky. 
“The  squinting  causes 
brow  ache  and  tension 
headaches.  It’s  much 
more  comfortable  and 


safer  with  sunglasses.” 

However,  not  all  sun¬ 
glasses  are  created 
equal.  The  best  cut  glare 
and  make  it  easier  to  see 
into  the  water  but  also 
block  the  sun’s  harmful 
rays. 

Amid  a  sea  of  brands 
and  styles  and  lens  types 
and  colors  at  a  wide 
range  of  prices,  it’s  easy 
to  become  overwhelmed 
by  the  choices,  so  stick 
to  some  basic  criteria 
when  selecting  a  pair. 

“For  something  like 
fishing  where  you’ve  got 
a  lot  of  reflection  off  the 
surface  of  the  water  and 
you’re  out  in  direct  sun¬ 
light  my  recommenda¬ 
tion  would  be  to  go  with 
more  of  the  wraparound 
style  of  sunglasses,” 
Capoor  said.  “Get  the 
good  UV  filter  in  the 
lenses  and  polarization. 
The  anti-reflective  coat-

ing  or  mirror  coating 
on  the  outside  surface  is 
also  very  helpful.” 

Look  for  sunglasses 
that  block  99  to  100  per¬ 
cent  of  ultraviolet  rays. 

Ultraviolet  radiation 
can  affect  different  lay¬ 
ers  of  the  eye  and  con¬ 
tinued  exposure  without 
protection  may  lead  to 
permanent  eye  dam¬ 
age.  Regular  use  of  sun¬ 
glasses  can  slow  down 
cataract  formation  and 
lessen  the  risks  of  macu¬ 
lar  degeneration.  They 
can  also  retard  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  pterygium, 
an  eye  condition  distin¬ 
guished  by  a  wing-like 
growth  on  the  cornea 
that  can  interfere  with 
vision  and  affect  anyone 
who  spends  a  lot  of  time 
outdoors,  Capoor  said. 

“We  know  it’s  associ¬ 
ated  with  exposure  to 
ultraviolet  light,”  she 
said.  “Fishermen  get 
it  a  lot.  Farmers  get  it. 
And  closer  to  the  equa¬ 
tor  where  people  are  at 
higher  altitudes,  they 
get  it.  It  can  start  out 
young  and  then  the  con¬ 
tinued  exposure  without 
protection  can  make  it 
progress  and  get  worse. 
It  can  require  surgical 
intervention.” 

Children  and  people 
with  light-colored  eyes 
should  be  particularly 
mindful  about  wearing 
sunglasses. 

“Times  have  changed 
and  there’s  more  pen¬ 
etration  of  ultraviolet 
light  from  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  than  there  was 
30  years  ago,”  Capoor 
said.  “It  is  advisable  for 
children,  especially  blue¬ 
eyed  or  light-eyed  chil¬ 
dren,  to  be  wearing  pro¬ 
tective  sunglasses  now.” 

Composite  lenses 
made  from  impact-resis¬ 
tant  polycarbonate  mate¬ 
rial  are  lighter  than  glass 
and  ideal  for  anglers. 

Polycarbonate  also  is 
the  preferred  lens  mate¬ 
rial  for  shooting  glasses. 
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Protective  eye  wear  is 
required  at  all  shoot¬ 
ing  ranges  on  Wildlife 
Management  Areas  in 
Kentucky. 

“Things  can  hap¬ 
pen  when  you’re  shoot¬ 
ing  guns,”  said  Mark 
Marraccini,  spokes¬ 
man  for  the  Kentucky 
Department  of  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Resources 
and  an  experienced  trap 
shooter.  “A  lot  of  your 
automatics,  whenever 
the  shell  is  ejected  and  it 
comes  flying  back,  little 
hot  flecks  of  burning 
powder  may  come  out 
with  it.  They’ll  get  in  the 
corner  of  your  eye  and 
they’re  painful.  Plus,  a 
lot  of  times,  other  peo¬ 
ple  on  ranges  are  shoot¬ 
ing  and  there’s  the  off 
chance  that  you  can  get 
ricochets  and  deflections 
or  pieces  of  shot.  On  pis¬ 
tol  ranges,  bullets  shat¬ 
ter  when  they  hit  steel 
silhouettes  and  you  can 
get  sprayed  that  way. 

“It’s  important  to 
remember  that  there’s 
a  real  serious  explosion 
at  really  high  pressure 
that’s  happening  about 
three  inches  in  front 
of  your  face.  When  you 
put  it  that  way,  shooting 
glasses  are  extremely 
important.” 

On  the  water,  polarized 
lenses  are  highly  rec¬ 
ommended  for  anglers 
because  they  sharpen 
vision  by  reducing  glare 
from  the  sun’s  reflection. 

Darker  lenses  don’t 
necessarily  block  more 
UV  rays  although  they 
may  be  preferred  by  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  extremely 
sensitive  to  light.  The 
environmental  condi¬ 
tions  can  dictate  the 
right  lens  color. 


Gray,  brown  and  green 
tints  are  best  at  provid¬ 
ing  maximum  contrast 
while  maintaining  clar¬ 
ity  and  offering  the  most 
sun  protection,  Capoor 
said. 

Most  anglers  prefer 
grey,  green  or  amber  col¬ 
ored  lenses. 

Gray  is  a  good  all¬ 
purpose  lens  tint  that 
cuts  down  on  extremely 
bright  conditions  and 
won’t  distort  colors. 
Green  also  limits  color 
distortion,  reduces  glare 
and  improves  contrast  in 
bright  sun.  Brown  and 
amber  are  versatile  tints 
that  cut  glare  and  filter 
out  blue  light,  increasing 
contrast  and  sharpness, 
especially  on  cloudy 
days. 

Yellow  reduces  glare 
and  enhances  depth  per¬ 
ception  and  contrast  in 
low  light  or  hazy  condi¬ 
tions.  It  is  considered  a 
better  option  for  shoot¬ 
ers  than  anglers. 

“Different  lens  col¬ 
ors  will  help  different

colored  targets  stand 
out  better,”  Marraccini 
said.  “In  different  light¬ 
ing  conditions,  they 
make  the  targets  even 
more  visible  than  if  you 
weren’t  wearing  any 
glasses  at  all.” 

We’re  taught  to  apply 
sunscreen  liberally  and 
often  to  protect  our  skin 
from  overexposure  to 
the  sun.  Sunglasses  and 
shooting  glasses  are  just 
as  important.  Summer 
is  a  great  time  to  shop 
around  for  the  right  pair 
and  to  remember  not  to 
leave  them  at  home.  Your 
eyes  will  thank  you.

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Heritage  Council  submits  ‘more  realistic’  estimates  for  Handy  House

With  the  fate  of  Handy 
House  in  limbo,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Harrison 
County  Heritage 
Council  continue  to 
fight  to  save  the  almost 
200-year-old  home. 

The  council  prepared 
a  new  plan  for  the 
home’s  restoration  and 
use,  which  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Harrison 
County  Fiscal  Court  at 
its  June  23  meeting. 

“We  want  to  see  it 
used,”  said  Marilyn 
Bell,  chair  of  the  heri¬ 
tage  council.  “It  could 
be  used  for  all  kinds  of 
social  gatherings.” 

Harrison  County 
Judge  Executive  Alex 
Barnett  said  last  week 
that  he  had  looked  over 
the  plan,  and  that  many 
of  its  figures  look  more 
realistic  than  those  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  court  by 
the  heritage  council  last 
year. 

The  new  plan  esti¬ 
mates  total  renovation 
costs  at  $1,143  million. 

According  to  the 
plan,  all  the  costs  of 
renovation  could  be  paid 
through  grants  and  tax 
incentives,  or,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  some  of  the  costs 
could  be  covered  with 
interest-free  loans. 

The  home  would  be 
rented  out  for  weddings, 
parties  and  other  events, 
according  to  the  plan. 
Tours  for  adults  and 
children,  and  luncheons 
for  adults  would  also  be 
held  at  the  home.  The 
home  also  would  include 
a  museum,  gift  shop 
and  a  cafe  run  by  a  local 
business  that  would  rent

dings  in  the  county,  and 
when  the  couple  contact¬ 
ed  him  and  asked  him  to 
perform  theirs,  he  told 
them  as  long  as  they  had 
a  valid  marriage  license, 
he  would  be  glad  to  do  it.

The  plan,  drafted 
by  Mia  Williams,  esti¬ 
mates  annual  revenues 
after  restoration  at  a 
little  more  than  $97,000. 
Annual  expenses  are 
estimated  at  more  than 
$66,000,  leaving  a  gross 
profit  of  just  under 
$31,000  per  year. 

Barnett  said  some  of 
the  estimates  still  seem 
over-estimated,  such  as 
the  number  of  visitors 
to  the  museum. 

Magistrates  had 
said  the  previous  plan 
submitted  last  year 
by  Harrison  County 
Heritage  Council  mem¬ 
ber  Christopher  Starr 
was  unrealistic  in  many 
ways.  Its  renovation  esti¬ 
mate  was  substantially 
lower,  and  its  estimates 
on  wedding  revenue, 
luncheon  prices  and 
the  like  were  all  over¬ 
estimated,  being  based 
on  national  numbers. 

After  receiving  that 
plan  in  July  of  last  year, 
the  sitting  fiscal  court 
voted  in  November  to 
deny  giving  a  lease  on 
the  home  and  surround¬ 
ing  property  to  the  heri¬ 
tage  council,  and  voted 
at  that  same  meeting 
to  demolish  the  house, 
pending  agreement  by 
the  city  commission. 

Barnett  said  he  is  not 
sure  at  this  point  what 
the  court  can  do,  since 
the  previous  court  voted 
to  tear  down  the  house. 

“We  can’t  make  anoth¬ 
er  vote  on  that  same 
motion,”  he  said. 

He  said  the  court 
would  have  to  do  some 
research  to  find  out 


I  do  as  one  of  the  ser¬ 
vices  (I  perform)  for  the 
county,”  he  said.

A  big  part  of  the 
home’s  use  will  be  as 
an  Interpretive  History 
Learning  Center  (IHLC), 
Bell  said. 

The  home’s  former 
owners  were  slave  hold¬ 
ers,  and  held  slaves  in 
the  home,  Bell  said. 

According  to  the  plan, 
topics  addressed  in  the 
IHLC  at  Handy  House 
will  include  slavery  in 
Kentucky,  life  as  a  slave 
at  Handy  House  (also 
known  as  Ridgeway),

“I  put  my  personal 
beliefs  aside  and  stuck 
with  what  was  legal 
before  the  eyes  of  the 
court,”  he  said.

Union  sympathies 
and  the  fight  to  keep 
slavery:  Camp  Frazer 
and  the  Battles  of 
Cynthiana,  and  Legacy 
and  Consequences  of 
Slavery  in  Harrison 
County:  A  Family 
Heritage,  among  others. 

Cheri  Daniels,  public 
relations  director  for 
the  heritage  council, 
told  magistrates  and 
city  commissioners  at 
a  joint  meeting  held  in 
May  that  the  education¬ 
al  aspect  of  the  home 
enhances  the  home’s 
value.  She  said  the 
learning  center  could 
reach  between  3,000  and 
20,000  school  children 
each  year. 

The  fact  that  it  was 
the  home  of  former 
slave  owners  has  been 
brought  up  as  a  poten¬ 
tial  reason  for  demo¬ 
lition  at  at  least  one 
meeting  of  the  city  com¬ 
mission. 

Then-mayor  Steve 
Moses  said  at  a 
December  2014  meeting 
that  the  black  commu-

She  does  know  that  at 
one  time,  someone  start¬ 
ed  a  campaign  to  gain 
signatures  for  a  petition 
to  have  the  home  demol¬ 
ished,  but  she  hasn’t 
heard  anymore  about 
that. 

History  of  the  Handy- 
House  saga 

Way  back  in  2003,  the 
county  and  city  bought 
the  Handy  Farm  to  build 
Flat  Fun  Veterans’  Park. 

As  the  city  and  county 
worked  toward  building 
the  park,  the  question 
of  what  to  do  with  the 
house  came  up.  The 
governments  discovered

According  to  a  story 
in  the  Democrat  at  the 
time,  the  society  told 
the  local  governments 
that  it  could  not  possibly 
raise  the  funds  for  the 
restoration. 

Around  that 
time,  however,  Bell 
approached  the  govern¬ 
ing  bodies  and  asked 
that  the  lease  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Harrison 
County  Heritage 
Council,  a  newly 
formed  organization 
that  wanted  to  preserve 
the  house.  The  two  gov¬ 
ernments  have  debated 
the  transfer  since. 

Bell  said  she  still 
holds  out  high  hopes 
that  the  house  will  be 
leased  to  the  council,  so 
that  it  can  be  restored. 
The  council  has  gained 
more  than  400  signa¬ 
tures  recently  on  its 
petition  to  save  the 
home,  bringing  the  total 
to  well  over  2,000  signa¬ 
tures. 

“It’s  a  place  that 
Cynthiana  can  be  proud 
of,”  she  said.

Kentucky  may  not  have 
yet  been  a  state  when  our 
country  declared  its  indepen¬ 
dence  nearly  240  years  ago, 
but  as  we  prepare  to  cele¬ 
brate  that  anniversary  this 
weekend,  it  is  worth  pointing 
out  we  do  have  ties  to  this 
early  period. 

We  were  home  to  about  a 
half-dozen  skirmishes  dur¬ 
ing  the  Revolutionary  War, 
for  example,  including  what 
is  widely  believed  to  be  its 
last:  The  Battle  of  Blue  Licks 
in  nearby  Robertson  County 

Although  the  war’s  out¬ 
come  was  all  but  decided  by 
that  point,  this  battle  was 
nonetheless  a  tough  loss 
for  many,  especially  Daniel 
Boone,  whose  son  Israel  was 
among  the  casualties. 

Two  others  who  died  that 
day  include  Stephen  Trigg 
and  John  Todd,  who  were 
later  honored  by  having 
two  of  Kentucky’s  counties 
named  after  them. 

More  than  a  century-and-a- 
half  later,  Kentucky  picked 
up  a  direct  connection  to  the 
Declaration  of  Independence 
when  federal  officials 
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decided  during  the  dark  days 
of  World  War  II  that  the  irre¬ 
placeable  document  needed 
to  be  stored  somewhere  safer. 

As  a  result,  Secret  Service 
agents  oversaw  its  trans¬ 
portation  in  late  1941  to 
Louisville,  where  a  cavalry 
troop  of  the  13th  Armored 
Division  took  over  and 
covered  the  final  leg  to 
Fort  Knox,  where  it  stayed 
until  being  returned  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  in  1944. 

A  little  over  a  year  ago,  the 
Kentucky  Historical  Society 
highlighted  another  link  the 
commonwealth  has  to  the 
Revolutionary  War  when  it 
unveiled  a  marker  commemorat¬ 
ing  Daniel  Morgan,  a  brigadier 
general  who  was  one  of  the  war’s 
most  important  battlefield  tacti¬ 
cians. 

Like  Trigg  and  Todd,  Morgan’s 
name  continues  to  live  on  here 
in  Kentucky,  with  Morgan 


County  in  Eastern  Kentucky, 
Morgantown  in  Butler  County 
and  Morganfield  in  Union 
County  all  named  after  him. 

His  son-in-law,  Presley 
O’Bannon,  helped  to  design 
Morganfield,  and  O’Bannon 
called  Kentucky  home  for  much 
of  his  life,  serving  for  a  time  in 
both  the  state  House  and  Senate. 

He  is  most  famous  for  being 
the  first  American  ever  to  raise 
the  U.S.  flag  over  foreign  soil 
during  a  time  of  war.  That  battle 
is  best  recalled  in  the  second 
half  of  the  opening  line  of  the 
Marines’  Hymn:  “From  the  Halls 
of  Montezuma  to  the  shores  of 
Tripoli.” 

Kentucky  can  lay  claim  to  sev¬ 
eral  other  heroes  who  served 
our  country  with  distinction. 
Franklin  R.  Sousely  of  Fleming 
County  was  also  famous  for  rais¬ 
ing  our  country’s  flag  as  one  of 
the  six  photographed  carrying 
out  that  duty  in  Iwo  Jima;  that 
photo  became  one  of  World  War 
II’s  most  enduring  images. 

Mary  Edwards  Walker,  who 
spent  time  living  in  Louisville, 
was  the  only  woman  to  receive 
the  Medal  of  Honor,  and  she  was 
also  the  first  female  surgeon  in 
the  U.S.  Army 

Col.  Charles  Young,  a  Mason 
County  native,  was  another 
pioneer  as  the  first  African 
American  to  reach  the  rank  of 


colonel  in  the  U.S.  Army. 

Kentucky  is  blessed  to  have 
had  many  others  who  have  done 
more  than  their  fair  share  in  pro¬ 
tecting  the  values  and  freedom 
we  pay  tribute  to  on  the  Fourth 
of  July,  and  many  of  them  live 
here  in  our  region. 

There  are  also  many  oth¬ 
ers  who  paid  the  ultimate  sac¬ 
rifice  serving  our  country,  and 
we  honor  and  remember  them 
with  memorials  both  here  and 
across  the  country.  Earlier  this 
spring,  we  dedicated  the  newest: 
the  Kentucky  National  Guard 
Memorial.  Another,  which  will 
recognize  those  Kentuckians 
who  lost  their  lives  while  fight¬ 
ing  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan,  is 
set  to  be  built  soon. 

I  was  proud  to  sponsor  the  law 
that  is  making  this  one  possible. 

As  we  gather  at  parades  and 
backyard  barbecues  and  watch 
the  fireworks,  I  encourage  you  to 
take  at  least  a  moment  to  remem¬ 
ber  all  of  our  fallen  soldiers,  our 
veterans,  those  still  in  uniform 
and  the  Founding  Fathers  who 
set  our  country  on  its  course  in 
1776. 

They  are  the  ones  who  made 
possible  what  we  celebrate  on  the 
Fourth  of  July.  Without  them, 
this  time  would  have  no  mean¬ 
ing,  and  our  country,  if  it  existed 
at  all,  would  not  be  the  beacon  of 
hope  it  has  since  become. 
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As  many  of  us  prepare  for  the  July 
Fourth  holiday,  I  encourage  you  to  join 
me  in  being  thankful  of  the  freedoms 
we  enjoy. 

Though  discouraging  news  can  be 
hard  to  understand,  such  as  the  recent 
shootings  in  South  Carolina,  the  resil¬ 
ience  of  the  people  in  Charleston,  and 
the  discussion  that  has  developed  from 
that,  are  results  of  our  free  society. 

Unfortunately,  sometimes  people  take 
advantage  of  the  freedom  to  do  harm, 
but  Americans  show  that  we  can  unite 
and  figure  our  way  through  a  difficult 
time  to  a  better  place.

On  most  other 
charges,  a  person  typi¬ 
cally  becomes  eligible 
for  some  type  of  early 
release  after  serving  20 
percent  of  his  or  her 
sentence,  Stephens  said. 

The  new  charge  is 
part  of  the  same  anti¬ 
heroin  legislation  that 
allows  for  the  creation 
of  needle-exchange  pro¬ 
grams.  The  legislation 
also  increased  penalties 
for  some  other  drug 
charges  that  involve  her¬ 
oin,  including  requiring 
that  an  offender  guilty 
of  first-degree  traffick¬

choose  between  seeing 
Medicare  patients  and 
keeping  their  practices 
open.

at  least  50  percent  of  the 
imposed  sentence. 

It  also  created  a 
charge  of  aggravated 
trafficking  in  a  con¬ 
trolled  substance,  which 
is  charged  when  the 
offender  traffics  in 
100  grams  or  more  of 
heroin.  The  charge  is  a 
Class  B  felony,  and  the 
offender  must  serve  at 
least  50  percent  of  the 
imposed  sentence.

Food  preservation  workshop  coming 
to  Harrison  County  Aug.  11-13 


Few  things  taste  better 
than  fresh-picked  pro¬ 
duce.  Harrison  County 
residents  can  savor 
the  flavor  of  summer’s 
bounty  throughout  the 
year  and  save  money  on 
groceries  by  preserving 
fresh  fruits  and  vegeta¬ 
bles. 

The  University  of 
Kentucky  Cooperative 
Extension  Service  is 
teaching  community 
members  how  to  prop¬ 
erly  preserve  a  variety 
of  foods  by  offering  free 


food  preservation  work¬ 
shops  across  the  state. 

One  is  coming  to 
Harrison  County,  Aug. 
11-13,  at  the  Harrison 
County  Extension 
Office.  A  team  of  expe¬ 
rienced  home  food  pres¬ 
ervationists  will  lead  the 
three-day  workshop,  cov¬ 
ering  a  variety  of  meth¬ 
ods,  from  water-bath  and 
pressure  canning  to  dry¬ 
ing  and  freezing.  During 
this  hands-on  workshop, 
participants  will  learn 
how  to  can  green  beans, 


dry  apple  slices,  and  pre¬ 
serve  homemade  salsa, 
jams  and  jellies. 

Most  importantly,  par¬ 
ticipants  will  gain  the 
confidence  and  experi¬ 
ence  needed  to  safely  pre¬ 
serve  food  in  their  home 
kitchens.  Food  preserva¬ 
tion  techniques  from  the 
workshops  are  based  on 
new  recommendations 
and  use  the  safest  meth¬ 
ods.  By  learning  how  to 
preserve  food  properly, 
residents  will  protect 
and  maintain  the  health 


of  their  families.  Also, 
pressure  canner  gauge 
testing  will  be  available 
during  the  workshop.

Poison  ivy,  devious 


I’ve  noticed  more  poi¬ 
son  ivy  this  year  than  I 
recall  in  previous  years. 

Maybe  I  am  more  obser¬ 
vant  or  maybe  the  farm  is 
just  weedier.  Either  way 
it  makes  people  nervous. 

I  am  not  particularly 
allergic  to  this  devious 
vine  but  Andy,  my  hus¬ 
band,  will  blister  like 
being  burned  by  fire 
whenever  he  comes  into 
contact  with  it. 

A  few  years  ago  we 
were  trimming  sheep 
hooves  (sheep  will  eat  poi¬ 
son  ivy  with  no  ill  effects) 
and  Andy  inadvertently 
kneeled  in  some  manure 
as  we  set  to  the  task. 

He  ended  up  getting  a 
poison  ivy  rash  on  his 
knee.  We  surmised  that 
the  ewe  must  have  been 
chomping  on  poison  ivy 
and  it  came  out  the  other 
end. 

I  had  a  couple  of  fierce 
cases  of  poison  ivy  when 
I  was  little  (you  know  the 
kind  where  your  mother 
turns  you  pink  because 
she  has  smothered  you  in 
Calamine  lotion). 

Apparently  it  is  not 
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uncommon  for  people  to 
cycle  through  allergic-not 
allergic  a  few  times  in 
their  lifetime.  So,  just 
because  nothing  hap¬ 
pened  last  week  doesn’t 
necessarily  mean  that 
I  am  immune  forever. 
Point:  Always  respect  the 
vine. 

Poison  ivy  is  a  perenni¬ 
al  plant  that  causes  over 
two  million  skin  irrita¬ 
tion  cases  in  the  U.S  each 
year. 

The  plant  contains  an 
oil  called  urushiol  that 
most  humans  are  allergic 
to.  All  parts  of  the  plant 
contain  the  oil;  therefore 
all  parts  of  the  plant  are 
potential  irritants:  leaf, 
stem  and  roots. 

Because  it  is  the  oil 
that  causes  the  irrita¬ 


tion  or  blistering  you  do 
not  necessarily  have  to 
come  into  contact  with 
the  plant. 

The  oil  can  easily  be 
transferred  by  clothing, 
pets  and  tools  or  from 
another  person  onto  your 
person.  Even  burning 
poison  ivy  is  dangerous 
because  the  oil  fumes  in 
the  smoke  can  be  inhaled. 

Typically  you  find  poi¬ 
son  ivy  along  roadsides 
and  fence  roads  but  it  is 
not  exclusively  a  rural 
weed. 

Flower  beds  and  home 
landscapes  are  not 
immune  to  this  irritating 
vine.  You  will  see  it  either 
as  a  woody  vine  climb¬ 
ing  a  tree  or  trailing  the 
ground;  or  as  a  small 
5”-10”  woody  clump. 

It’s  devious  because 
of  the  various  shapes 
it  takes  on.  The  leaves, 
while  always  three-leaflet 
leaves,  may  appear  hairy 
or  smooth,  glossy  or  dull 
and  pointed  or  round  at 
the  margins. 

Some  even  have 
drupes,  or  little  berries, 
in  the  winter  that  the 


birds  enjoy  and  thus  help 
spread  the  plant  around. 

You  can  use  a  broad- 
leaf  weed  control  or  total 
kill  like  glyphosate  while 
it  is  actively  growing  to 
try  and  knock  it  back. 

Cutting  it  back  regular¬ 
ly  to  starve  out  the  root 
system  will  also  work  if 
you  are  persistent  and 
the  plant  is  young.  If 
you  chose  to  remove  it 
by  hand,  which  is  rea¬ 
sonable  with  small  spec¬ 
imens,  be  sure  to  wear 
protective  gear  and  pref¬ 
erable  gloves  that  you  can 
throw  away  after  the  job 
is  complete. 

Wash  up  with  an  alka¬ 
line  soap  (or  Technu)  to 
remove  any  residual  oil 
that  you  may  have  come 
into  contact  with,  too. 

Poison  ivy  is  hard  to 
control  so  your  best  bet  is 
to  pull,  mow  or  spray  as 
soon  as  you  see  seedling. 

If  you  know  where 
your  trouble  spots  are 
scout  for  the  plant  in  the 
spring  so  you  can  begin 
control  measures  while 
the  plant  is  immature.

Kentucky  Sectional  Center  concept  goes  into  effect 
next  week. 

A  LaFollette,  Tenn.  firm  was  the  lowest  bidder 
for  construction  of  100  new  units  of  public  housing 
for  Cynthiana.  Fifty-eight  of  the  100  units  are  to  be 
constructed  on  a  site  adjoining  the  present  Terrace 
Park  project  on  property  purchased  from  the  Blake  & 
Johnson  Company.  Thirty-four  new  units,  especially 
designed  for  use  by  the  elderly,  will  be  constructed 
on  the  old  Bannaker  School  site.  These  units  will 
have  special  features  as  higher  electric  outlets  and 
cabinets  to  prevent  necessity  of  stooping  and  add 
to  the  convenience  of  the  elderly.  Eight  additional 
units  will  be  constructed  on  the  north  side  of  Penn 
Street,  between  Locust  and  Water.  Plans  also  call  for 
an  addition  to  the  maintenance  shop  at  the  Terrace 
Park  project  site.

Rus  Whalen  wins 
51st  annual  Joe 
Mooney  Invitational

The  description  of  always  in  contention  but  has 
never  won  no  longer  can  be  used  to  describe  Rus 
Whalen. 

Whalen  led  from  an  opening  birdie  on  the  first  hole 
to  the  end  of  the  tournament  to  win  the  51st  annu¬ 
al  Joe  Mooney  Invitational  held  at  the  Cynthiana 
Country  Club  last  weekend. 

Whalen’s  68  on  Saturday  led  by  one  stroke  over 
Jordan  Grayson  who  shot  an  opening  69  and  defend¬ 
ing  champ  Joe  Henson  was  close  with  a  71  so  the 
scene  was  set  for  a  close  match  on  Sunday.  Even  with 
a  picture  perfect  day  on  Sunday  Whalen’s  one-under- 
par  71  was  the  best  score  of  the  day  as  Henson  shot  a 
three-over  75  and  Grayson  ballooned  to  an  81.

Saturday  night  the  third 
class  of  the  Cynthiana- 
Harrison  County  Baseball 
Hall  of  Fame  was  hon¬ 
ored  at  an  induction  cer¬ 
emony  at  the  Cynthiana 
Elks  Lodge. 

The  ceremony  was  pre¬ 
ceded  by  a  pulled  pork 
meal  made  in  the  Elks 
kitchen  with  the  bar- 
beque  made  by  David 
Turner. 

Approximately  150  peo¬ 
ple  attended  the  event  to 
honor  the  nine  inductees. 

After  a  welcome  by  the 
president  of  the  Alumni 
Hall  of  Fame  Committee, 

Jim  Fuller,  Buddy 
Renaker  blessed  the  food 
and  the  meal  was  served. 

Following  the  meal, 

Fuller  introduced  the 
alumni  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  and  then  turned  the 
program  to  fellow  board 
member,  Jim  Swinford, 

“the  Voice  of  the  Thorobreds.” 

Swinford  introduced  Coach  Mac 
Whitaker  and  the  Hall  of  Fame  mentor 
asked  assistant  coach  Eddie  Feeback 
to  give  a  run  down  of  the  immediate 
past  Thorobreds’  season. 

The  Breds  were  regional  runners-up 
winning  all  three  games  in  the  spring 
Florida  trip  and  finishing  30-8  for  the 
season. 

Coach  Whitaker’s  record  now  stands 
at  1,042  wins  with  308  losses. 

After  Feeback’s  remarks,  Swinford 
introduced  the  first  presenter  of  the 
evening,  former  coach  Don  Snopek, 
who  was  the  coach  of  the  first  three 
inductees. 


Snopek’s  first  inductee  was  former 
Thorobreds  catcher  Al  Isaac. 

Isaac,  according  to  Snopek,  was  a 
self-made  player  who  out-worked 
everyone.  The  record  for  Isaac’s  senior 
season  of  1974  was  17-3,  which  was  a 
lot  of  games  for  those  years. 

“Al  was  a  great  competitor  who  led 
by  example,”  said  Snopek. 

Isaac  thanked  the  community  espe¬ 
cially  his  parents. 

“I  played  with  many  good  players 
and  for  a  lot  of  good  coaches,”  he  said. 

Terry  Jones  from  the  1972  class 
was  the  next  inductee  introduced  by 
Snopek. 

“Jones  was  one  of  the  five  best  pitch¬ 


ers  ever  at  Harrison  County,”  noted 
Snopek.  “I  saved  him  for  the  best  teams 
we  played.” 

Jones  struck  out  15  batters  in  three 
different  games  in  his  career  where  he 
was  13-4  overall.  Jones,  in  an  emotion¬ 
al  acceptance,  thanked  everyone  and 
was  especially  grateful  for  the  support 
of  his  family. 

Mike  Wachter  of  the  1974  class,  who 
“glided  through  the  outfield,”  was  the 
next  inductee. 

“I  cannot  remember  Mike  ever  drop¬ 
ping  a  fly  ball,”  said  Snopek.  “He  was 
a  natural  outfielder.” 

Wachter,  who  had  a  batting  aver¬ 
age  of  .376  for  his  career,  thanked  the 


committee  and  congratu¬ 
lated  the  other  inductees 
before  mentioning  his 
family. 

Coach  Whitaker  intro¬ 
duced  the  next  inductee, 
former  Harrison  County 
principal  and  coach  Jim 
Schmidt. 

“I  met  Jim  at  Morehead 
when  I  was  a  senior  and 
he  was  a  freshman  from 
Indiana,”  said  Whitaker. 
“He  was  one  of  the  best 
pitchers  that  I  ever 
faced.” 

Schmidt  coached  with 
Whitaker  at  the  helm  of 
the  Thorobreds  for  15 
years,  which  included 
four  trips  to  the  final  four 
and  three  state  champi¬ 
onships. 

Schmidt  also  thanked 
the  committee  and  added 
to  Al  Isaac’s  mention  of 
Al’s  parents  support. 

“My  mother  is  here 
tonight  and  what  Al  said 
made  me  think  that  I  never  wore  a 
dirty  uniform.  Thanks  to  my  mother 
no  matter  how  late  I  played,  the  next 
game  my  uniform  was  clean,”  Schmidt 
concluded. 

Whitaker  also  introduced  the  next 
inductee  from  the  class  of  1997,  Terry 
Smith. 

“Terry  was  a  leader  on  the  field  and 
in  the  dugout,”  said  Whitaker.  “He  was 
a  player  who  refused  to  lose  or  let  his 
team  mates  consider  losing.” 

The  Breds  were  40-1  and  ranked 
in  the  top  five  in  the  nation  during 
Smith’s  senior  year.

Why  the  NBA  is  hard  for  me  to  follow 


I  found  myself 
listening  and  read¬ 
ing  more  about  the 
NBA  in  the  weeks 
before  the  draft 
than  I  really  wanted 
to,  but  circum¬ 
stances  caused  me 
to  do  it. 

The  circumstanc¬ 
es  were  long  drives 
in  my  car  with  a 
satellite  radio  and  the  Lexington 
Herald  Leader. 

ESPN  radio  was  devoted  almost 
solely  to  the  draft  in  the  past  two 
weeks  and  I  had  to  be  in  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  North  Carolina.  I 
was  a  captive  audience. 

Yes,  there  are  a  bunch  of  other 
stations  but  I  found  the  contrast¬ 
ing  opinions  of  the  “experts”  to 
be  almost  fascinating  from  one 
guest  to  the  next  on  the  different 
programs. 

Then  when  you  put  into  the 
mix  what  actually  happened  it 
was  really  interesting  the  opin¬ 
ions  versus  fact. 

The  Herald  Leader  sports  sec¬ 
tion  was  a  day-to-day  fawning 
over  the  UK  players  and  their 
draft  status  as  the  two  weeks 
wore  on  before  the  big  night. 

If  one  is  going  to  subscribe  to 
that  paper  then  they  know  what 
they  are  getting  and  should  not 
be  surprised. 

The  first  pick  of  Towns  to 
Minnesota  was  a  lock  among  all 
experts  and  in  fact  did  happen. 

He  is  labeled  as  “can’t  miss,” 
yet  many  experts  do  not  think  he 
will  ever  be  in  the  same  league  as 
Anthony  Davis  but  who  is? 

Davis  is  the  player  that  most 
experts  that  I  have  heard  would 
start  a  team  with  if  they  had  one 


player  to  start  with 
from  today’s  NBA. 

The  Lakers 
taking  D’Angelo 
Russell  was  a  sur¬ 
prise  to  some,  but 
the  potential  for 
that  choice  was 
more  thought  of  as 
possible  the  longer 
the  day  of  the  draft 
progressed. 

Jahlil  Okafor,  who  was  third 
pick  going  to  the  76’ers,  was 
thought  to  maybe  not  be  in  love 
with  the  game  as  much  as  some. 
His  lack  of  dedication  probably 
cost  him  a  chance  to  be  a  Laker. 

The  biggest  mistake  made 
in  the  early  draft  was  made  by 
the  hapless  Knicks  who  took  a 
Spanish  professional,  Kristaps 
Porzingis. 

This  was  a  mistake,  according 
to  almost  all  draft  experts  and  to 
the  Knick  fans  that  were  in  atten¬ 
dance  in  Brooklyn  for  the  draft. 
One  young  Knicks’  fan  that  was 
dressed  in  a  Knicks’  jersey  actu¬ 
ally  was  in  tears  after  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  Porzingis  was  announced. 

Willie  Cauley-Stein’s  selection 
in  the  sixth  slot  by  Sacramento 
surprised  many,  including  me, 
but  the  Kings  may  be  plan¬ 
ning  for  the  possible  trade  of 
DeMarcus  Cousins  since  the 
troubled  center/power  forward 
has  stated  that  he  wanted  out  of 
Sacramento. 

Cauley-Stein  was  another  play¬ 
er  whom  the  experts  talked  about 
as  maybe  not  being  as  dedicated 
to  basketball  as  others. 

Many  thought  that  Duke’s 
Justise  Winslow  would  be  picked 
before  10th  by  Miami  and  that 
Trey  Lyles  would  go  earlier  than 


12th  to  Utah. 

Maybe  they  both  should  have 
been  picked  earlier,  but  they  are 
both  really  good  fits  for  the  teams 
that  selected  them. 

Devin  Booker  also  went  to  a 
good  fit  as  Phoenix’s  offense  and 
his  shooting  ability  are  a  match 
for  each  other. 

Booker  will  also  be  joined  in 
Phoenix,  at  least  for  the  pre¬ 
season,  by  Andrew  Harrison,  who 
was  picked  44th  by  the  Suns. 

I  don’t  see  Harrison  making  the 
roster,  but  who  knows  for  sure? 

Dakari  Johnson  was  picked 
48th  by  Oklahoma  City  and  he 
could  fill  some  minutes  for  the 
Thunder  though  they  already 
have  four  centers  on  their  roster. 

Aaron  Harrison  was  not 
drafted,  which  surprised  no  one, 
and  I  expect  he  will  be  packing 
his  bags  for  Europe.  His  brother 
could  very  well  be  joining  him 
along  with  Johnson. 

I  was  familiar  with  all  of  the 
college  players  in  the  draft  but 
know  very  little  about  the  foreign 
players,  which  made  it  hard  to 
figure  out  who  might  go  where 
before  the  night  of  selection. 

If  the  chatter  on  the  radio  was 
an  indication  of  what  the  experts 
knew  about  the  foreign  players,  I 
wasn’t  alone  in  the  confusion. 

What  most  of  the  experts  knew 
about  the  foreign  guys,  especially 
Porzingis,  was  not  positive  with 
many  of  them  putting  players 
like  Lyles,  Booker  and  Winslow 
in  a  better  light  than  non- Amer¬ 
icans. 

It  all  remains  to  be  seen  so  we 
will  have  to  wait  for  the  outcome. 

Now  we  can  concentrate  on  the 
NFL  picks.

“I  followed  a  long  line  of  great 
players  at  Harrison  County,”  said 
Smith.  “Coach  Whitaker  was  the 
reason  for  the  great  players  and 
I  have  the  utmost  respect  for  him 
and  his  family.  My  mother  taught 
me  to  respect  others  and  Coach 
Whitaker  earned  that  respect  and 
I  didn’t  want  to  let  him  down.” 

Smith  thanked  his  mother  and 
his  step-father  who  were  in  atten¬ 
dance. 

Randall  Dennis  was  honored  to 
present  his  son  Richard  for  induc¬ 
tion  to  the  Hall  of  Fame. 

Richard  was  the  catcher  on  four 
regional  and  two  state  champion¬ 
ship  teams. 

The  Breds’  four-year  record 
with  the  1999  graduate  was  129-26. 

In  his  remarks  Richard  Dennis 
expressed  his  good  fortune  to 
grow  up  in  Cynthiana. 

“I  was  very  lucky  to  grow  up 
in  Cynthiana/Harrison  County 
with  all  of  the  great  players  who 
I  played  with  and  those  who  came 
before  me,”  he  noted.  “Baseball 
has  led  to  good  things  in  my  life.” 

Hall  of  Fame  member  Jim 
Schmidt  presented  his  son  J.B.  to 
be  the  next  inductee. 

Schmidt,  who  was  uncharacter¬ 
istically  emotional  in  his  accep¬ 
tance  speech,  read  J.B.’s  introduc¬ 


tion  in  order  to  keep  it  together. 

J.B.  Schmidt  holds  several 
records  in  the  KHSAA  baseball 
books  including  most  walks,  most 
games  played  and  most  at  bats. 

The  younger  Schmidt  played 
for  the  Thorobreds  from  his  sixth 
grade  year  through  his  senior 
year. 

The  Thorobreds’  record  dur¬ 
ing  his  tenure  was  213-53  includ¬ 
ing  two  state  championships  and 
three  sectionals. 

J.B.  also  played  for  the  United 
States  in  the  Pan  American  games 
and  played  for  the  University  of 
Kentucky. 

J.B.,  who  is  a  man  of  few  words, 
thanked  his  coaches,  his  parents 
and  his  teammates. 

“The  coaches  that  I  had  taught 
us  how  to  be  winners  on  the  field 
and  in  life,”  Schmidt  said. 

Snopek  introduced  the  last  two 
inductees  for  the  night,  Donnie 
Fight  and  Clarence  Jones. 

This  legendary  pair  of  Little 
League  coaches  coached  for  more 
than  40  years  beginning  in  1966. 

During  this  time  they  guided 
more  than  400  youngsters  to  a 
record  of  169-76. 

“When  I  took  over  the  Harrison 
County  coaching  job,  my  coach  at 
Eastern  Kentucky  told  me  things 
to  look  for  in  the  program,”  said 
Snopek.  “One  of  the  first  things 
was  a  good  feeder  program.  If 


the  town  has  one  leave  it  alone 
was  the  advice.  I  took  one  trip 
to  Little  League  and  saw  Donnie 
and  Clarence  coach  along  with 
Jim  Whitaker  and  knew  I  didn’t 
have  to  worry  about  the  feeder 
program. 

“Donnie  and  Clarence  taught 
their  players  how  to  win  with 
grace  and  lose  with  dignity,”  con¬ 
cluded  Snopek. 

Fight  did  the  majority  of  the 
speaking  for  the  two.  He  told  how 
he  became  the  manager  of  what 
was  then  the  Dixie  Warehouse 
team  and  then  Webber’s. 

He  also  told  how  Jones  became 
his  assistant  and  how  well  that 
they  worked  together.  The  two 
stressed  fundamental  baseball 
which  led  the  way  to  their  success. 

The  final  presentation  of  the 
evening  was  made  by  Fuller  to 
Larry  Gossett. 

Gossett,  who  is  on  the  alumni 
board  of  directors,  drives  from 
Germantown,  Tennessee,  for  the 
meetings  and  was  instrumental  in 
the  beginning  of  the  Hall  of  Fame. 
He  received  the  Ron  England 
Special  Merit  Award. 

Fuller  closed  the  program  by 
naming  the  scholarship  recipients 
for  this  year.  They  are  Brandon 
Case,  Conner  Free,  Alex  Kinsey, 
Noah  Mitchell,  Austin  Reffett, 
Robbie  Stroub  and  Mark  Taylor.

HITTING  A  ROAD  BLOCK  A  semi  truck  carrying  blacktop  sealant  didn’t  make  it  over  the  railroad  tracks  leaving  the 
Cynthiana/Harrison  County  Airport  last  Thursday.  The  truck  had  delivered  sealant  to  be  used  for  the  resealing  of  the 
runway,  but  still  had  some  remaining  on  board.  Harrison  County  Sheriff  Shain  Stephens  and  two  deputies  responded 
to  the  scene,  and  a  CSX  representative  was  on  scene  as  well.  CSX  ensured  that  no  trains  were  scheduled  to  come 
through.  The  truck  was  finally  pulled  off  the  tracks  (onto  the  airport  side)  by  a  truck  being  used  by  the  construction 
company  resealing  the  runway.  The  trucking  company  instructed  the  driver  to  unload  the  sealant  container,  saying 
another  truck  would  be  sent  for  it  later.  Bobby  Craft,  chair  of  the  airport  board,  said  the  steepness  of  the  approach  to 
the  tracks  when  leaving  the  airport  caused  the  truck  to  get  stuck.  He  said  trucks  have  gotten  hung  up  on  the  tracks 
before,  and  that  others  might  get  stuck  while  construction  at  the  airport  is  ongoing.

A  lie  is  a  lie  and  online 
distance  calculators  and  clocks  and 
scales  shouldn’t  lie,  and  people  espe¬ 
cially  shouldn’t  lie  because  it  destroys 
relationships. 


Philosopher  Friedrich  Nietzsche 
said,  “What  upsets  me  is  not  that  you 
lied  to  me,  but  that  from  now  on  I  can 
no  longer  believe  you.” 

And  I  am  just  as  guilty  of  lying  as 
anyone. 

Of  course,  if  you  asked  me  if  I  lie 
I  would  say  no.  I  hate  being  lied  to  so 
why  would  I  lie?
